Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11, 17, 21-27, 34-37, 44-46, 48, 50-53, 55-75, 85-91 are allowed. It is noted 
that the previously withdrawn claims are now rejoined. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose either in singly or in combination a device and method having among 
other elements, the stiffeners comprise at least one cross member and/or the steps of hardening 
the stiffener material comprises at least one of heating the stiffener material, cooling the stiffener 
material, curing the stiffener material by means of a catalyst, and curing the stiffener material by 
exposure to radiation, as recited in claims.
